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c) call to the student’s attention a great many terms and 
references to doctrine which they probably don’t understand and 
which they will be inclined to inquire about in later sessions 
where the material can be analyzed and given a critique. 
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2. Also in li ne with my discussion with you last Friday I have 


talked to | Jas one of the first of the Division Chief a to find 

out what he knows and what his division feels about our school. He 
was very receptive and I plan on having a further discussion later 
with him and possibly some of his branch chiefs as to specific 
comments that they might make which would assist us in evaluating and 
improving the school and the classes for their benefit. In this 
connection I think it will be useful for the members of the staff 
here in the school to meet personally with people from the DDP 
divisiomi and it is my intention to arrange such thro ug h very i n — 
formal sandwich luncheons over here — starting with NEA. 

3. Although the only courses which I have attended in the 
school so far have had to do with Communism and, therefore, I 
recognize this comment may be premature and in fact unwise, I have 
tha general impression that some increase in the emphasis on the 
study of the USSR may be warranted. I am not prepared to say how this 
can be worked out other than*&e USSR area course but my experience 
xn the field has led me to believe that a great many case officers 
have a very limited understanding of Soviet structure, personalities, 
policies et cetera. I am not sure that any greater understanding 
will assist them in understanding the Communist parties but I do 

u3 f if we Lave get to them to a somewhat greater degree on 

this subject and it is possible that the Communist party courses 
may provide the opportunity. 
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
